HORROR IN 
(QUEBEC) 
A LONGUE POINTE 
INSANE ASYLUM. 


On* Hundred 
In the 
or More Lunettes Perish 
Cruel Flam es— Un­ 
paralleled Scenes. 


L o n g u e P o in te , Que., May 7.—A fire 
in the Insane asylum here was attended 
with the most frightful consequences. 
The buildings were filled with patieuts, 
many of whom lost their lives, as the 
firemen were powerless to subdue the 
flames. 
It is impossible as yet to give 
an exact estimate of the number of 
fatalities, but the number is placed as 
high as IOO. 
There were about ninety patients in 
small cells, many of them raving man­ 
iacs, some in chains aud fetters, aud 
they had no means of escape. 
The fire was discovered by J. A. Mc­ 
Kenna of Burlington, who had just en­ 
tered the asylum for treatment for loss 
of memory. 
He was sitting in his room 
after being examined when he felt the 
plaster on the wall growing warm. 
He 
sprang to his feet and ran out shouting 
“ Fire.” 
He became confused and after 
being nearly smothered 
with smoke 
gained the door. 
He was accompanied 
by J. J. Enright of Burlington. 
Mc­ 
Kenna is quite rational, but greatly ter 
rifled. 
He lost all his effects and has 
telegraphed to friends in the United 
States of his condition 
The scene of anguish that ensued 
when the magnitude of the disaster was 
realized was almost without parallel. 
There were 1,300 Inmates in the build­ 
ing, many of them bed-ridden. 
As fast 
as possible they were rushed to the 
western wing, hurried down stairs aud 
out upon the grounds. 
Thereupon the 
wet grass some of them huddled to­ 
gether under 4he cover of blankets, 
while others wandered 
through the 
grounds with faces untouched by the 
horror of the scene. 
More than 1,000 helpless creatures 
were gathered together within the In­ 
closure of the grounds, guarded only by 
the man at the gate. 
One young girl in 
the midst of the drizzling rain, thinly 
clad, sat at a piano on the grounds and 
played soft music, while the terrible 
flames roared above her. 
Those who 
saw the spectacle will never forget IL 
In reply to the question, how many 
lines were lost: 
“ I don't know,” one 
fireman said, “I saw dozens struggling 
against those bars,” pointing to the top 
windows in the rear of the central 
building. 
“They were blackened and 
shrieking. 
No help could reach them 
and they fell back iuto tne flames.” 
“I saw a large number of men and 
women clinging to the windows,” said 
Fireman Laporte, “but nothing could be 
done. 
How many perished no one 
knows. 
Dozens, I am sure. 
I tried to 
rescue two women, but could not reach 
them. 
I saw them falling back into the 
flames. It is rumored that seven nuns 
connected with the institution were 
burned to death. 
On calling over the roll It was found 
that nearly 300 patients were missing, 
but it is expected that a large propor­ 
tion of these will be found eventually. 
The surgeon of the asylum says that 
certainly fifty patients are dead, and 
the sisters admit that the death-roll may 
run beyond 
IOO. 
The financial loss 
reaches SI,350,0<X). 
The engines are still playing 
on 
the 
ruins 
to 
prevent 
the flames 
spreading 
to 
the 
asylum 
laundry 
and stables, the only buildings con­ 
nected with the institution not wholly 
in ruins. 
Since nightfall scarcely ten 
minutes have passed 
without 
some 
patient who had run away roaming back 
to the ruins of the asylum. 
A regular 
hunt for the missing patients is now in 
progress. 


Date Fixed for the Illinois Republican 
Convention. 
C h ic a g o , May 7.—The 
Republican 
State convention will be held June 24 at 
Springfield. 
So the central committee 
determined yesterday, after hearing the 
arguments for and against an early con­ 
vention. 
The date agreed upon was a 
compromise, as the early birds wanted 
to be in advance of the Democrats, 
while those of contrary mind were of 
opinion that the nominations could be 
put off at least until midsummer to ratify 
the action of Congress on the tariff, pen­ 
sion, silver, and negro-franchise bill. 
Only a small number of proxies ap­ 
peared, and the entire committee wa9 
represented. 
No other questions than 
time and place were entertained for con­ 
sideration. Other subjects were mooted 
before and after the meeting, but candi­ 
dates for places were compelled to get 
sympathy or discouragement from out­ 
siders rather than from members of the 
committee. 
It appeared during the preliminary 
talk that Senator Secrest of Iroquois 
county mav bq brought out as a candi­ 
date for State treasurer. 
Dr. Edwards, 
who will succeed himself as superin­ 
tendent of public Instruction, was shak­ 
ing hands with his friends, but the lack 
of opposition made his presence unnec- 
cessary. 
Candidates for places on the 
legislative ticket were numerous and 
they remained to hear the decision of 
the committee. 
Tho official call for the convention 
will be issued this week, fixing the basis 
of representation the same as for the 
last convention. 
The love-f«*ast was the largest held by 
the party in twenty years, and Chairman 
Martin in calling it to order expressed 
the gratification of the committee there­ 
at. Federal, State aud local officeholders 
and those who want to get into office, 
were present. The Legislature and Con­ 
gress were represented. 
Familiar faces 
at half a score of conventions and cau­ 
cuses were accompanied by some more 
youthful, indicating that the “grand 
old party” had been pretty well stirred 
up by the situation of affairs in the 
State. 
Senator Cullom could not come 
from Washington, but seut a telegram. 
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W IPED OUT A TOWN. 


Latham. Illinois, Almost Destroyed by 
Fierce Flames. 
M o n t e c k l l o , III., May 7.—The town 
of Latham, west of here, was almost de­ 
stroyed by fire at an early hour this 
morning. 
The fire broke out in Horn’s hardware 
store and spread to the adjacent build 
ings, destroying the building owned by 
James B. Casaway and occupied by C. 
A. Holdridge as a drug store, J. M. Alli­ 
son’s, a barber shop, S. A. Parishes 
building, J. P. Simpson's building. The 
fire was under control at 4 o’clock. 
A 
man named Buskirk fell from one of the 
burning buildings and was badly in­ 
jured. 
The loss is some $16,000; insur­ 
ance not known.

At a special meeting, which lasted 
nearly three hours, the various depart­ 
mental or working committees were 
elected. 
Lyman J. Gage presided at the meet­ 
ing, at which there were present Messrs.

A report from the subcommittee on 
salaries, Messrs. Potter Palmer, Joseph 
Medill, and Gen. W. E. Strong, was 
unanimously adopted. 
It fixes the an­ 
nual compensation of President Gage at 
S<>,000, 
first vice-president Bryan at 
$12,000, treasurer $r>,ooo, and auditor 
$5,000. 
Poi tor Palmer, second vice­ 
president, declined any compensation 
whatever for his service. 
The election of treasurer and auditor 
then carne up and the Hon. A. F. See­ 
berger was ele -ted treasurer and W. K. 
Ackerman auditor. 
Their election was 
unanimous. 
The standing committees were ap­ 
pointed and several of the committees 
immediately organized and elected their 
chairmen as follows: F ian ce, Ferdi­ 
nand W. Peck; grounds and buildings, 
the Hon. Dew itt C. Cregier; legislation, 
Edwin Walker; foreign exhibits, W. T. 
Baker; catalogue and printing, Boltin 
A. Keyes; transportation, Stuyvesant 
Fish; fine arts, C. L. Hutchinson; ma­ 
chinery and electric appliances, the Hon. 
D ew itt C. Cregier; ways and means, 
Otto Young. 
The chairman of the standing com­ 
mittees, with the president and first and 
second vice-presidents, constitute the 
executive committee. 


B er lin , May 7.—The new Reichtag 
has opened. The members assembled 
in the white salon of the Alta palace, 
where the Emperor, surrounded by the 
Princes of the empire, read the speech 
from the throne opening the session. 
The Emperor began by declaring his 
efforts would always be to maintain 
peace. 
He said: 
“I am able to express 
my conviction that my endeavors to 
strengthen 
the 
confidence 
felt by 
foreign 
governments 
have 
been 
well received and of good effect,and that 
my policy in this respect has been suc­ 
cessful with my exalted allies. 
I recog­ 
nize the duty of protecting peace and 
cultivating alliances concluded for pur­ 
poses of defense. 
Friendly relations 
exist with all powers. 
Any displace­ 
ment of balance of power would endan­ 
ger the equilibrium which forms the 
essential condition of peace.” 
The speech refers to the legislation 
prohibiting labor in factories and work­ 
shops on Sundays and public holidays; 
the employment of children of tender 
years; the working of women at night, 
and other provisions for the protection 
of the undefended and overworked por­ 
tion of the human family. 
He counts above all upon the further 
completion of legislation for the protec­ 
tion of the workingmen. 
The strike 
movement of last year, he said, suggest­ 
ed the examination of the question 
whether the laws and existing organiza­ 
tion of the State adequately took ac­ 
count of the justifiable and realizable 
wishes of the working classes. 
The Federal government is convinced 
that the proposals made in the last 
Reichstag might In their essential points 
become law and carry protection with­ 
out detriment to other interests. 
A bill embodying these points will be 
laid before the Reichstag. 
A bill will also be presented organizing 
an industrial court of arbitration, to 
which appeal may be made by employers 
and employed for the settlement of dis­ 
putes between them. 
The Emperor 
continues: 
“ I most 
gratefully acknowledge the favorable re­ 
ception given my suggestion by the 
States concerned for the holding of a 
conference which should give an expres­ 
sion to common views upon this most 
important field of work. The culture of 
our time does not doubt that the princi­ 
ples laid down will continue to form 
seed from which, with God’s help, will 
spring happiness to the workingmen. 
This must be its blessed fruit—the es­ 
tablishment of concord In the relations 
between the people.” 


Possibility That Thirty Thousand 
D in e r s Will Soon Go Out. 


C h ic a g o . May 7.—There now seems to 
be no prospect of a settlement of the 
coal miners’ difficulties, aud a general 
strike of 30,000 miners is an immediate 
prospect. 
A L. Sweet, one of the most exteu- ' 
sive coal operators in the State, was 
seen by your representative in regard to 
the present trouble with the coal miners. 
“There are in all about twelve thous­ 
and men out,” said Mr. Sweetr*“all of 
whom are employes of the northern illi­ 
nois operators. 
None of the men in the 
southern part of the State have yet 
gone out, and I consider it doubtful 
whether they will or not. The demand 
made by these strikers is for an increase 
of 7H cents a ton. 
It is Impossible for 
us, the operators, to meet such a de­ 
mand, aud the indications are for a pro­ 
tracted strike. 
We are paying them 
now more than we can afford. 
Their 
wages at present almost eat up tile 
profit, and the idea that we can staud a 
raise of 7% cents is nonsensical. 
“ What are the possibilities tor a gen­ 
eral strike throughout the State?” was 
asked. 
“ Well, I hardly consider such a gen­ 
eral movement probable, but there is, of 
course, a possibility of its taklug place. 
It is well known that the Miners’ union 
is making every effort to get the south­ 
ern Illinois miners out. 
Whet her or not 
they will succeed I can not tell. I do not 
think the miners’ organization is as 
strong in the southern part of the Slate 
as itds ud here, and for that reason it 
will be more difficult to get the men out. 
The union Is being constantly strength­ 
ened, however, and the present move­ 
ment of course mav be successful.” 
“ If It were not for the machine min­ 
ing of the southern part of the State we 
could afford to pay better prices, but the 
production by machinery is so much 
cheaper that those mines set our prices, 
and as long as they continue we will 
have to keep our wages down. 
Any 
raise under the present conditions is en­ 
tirely out of the question.” 
“Should this general strike occur, 
what will be the effect on the price of 
coal?” 
. . 
“It will, of course, necessitate the use 
of eastern coal here, and consequently 
raise the price temporarily, a9 the price 
of coal is always regulated by the sup­ 
ply and demand, as is that of every 
other commodity. 
This increase 
in 
price will not be of any benefit to the 
Illinois operators, of course. 
It will 
merely be a disadvantage to Illinois con­ 
sumers. 
No final benefit will be derived 
from It.” 


Can-Makers Fall Into Line. 
B a ltim o r e . Md., May 7.—Four hun­ 
dred can-makers here went on strike 
this morning. They demand 5 cents 
extra per IOO for half-pound 
cans. 
Seven firms have already granted the 
Increase and probably all will. The men 
favor the eight-hour day.

There is a New York physician, 
says the Cincinnati Times Star, who 
has probably more famous authors as 
his patients than any other American 
doctor. 
He is a recognized “literary 
doctor,” and his- comments on the ef­ 
fect of authorship upon the body and 
brain 
carry 
w eight 
“I 
believe,” 
said this eminent man of medical let­ 
ters recently to me, “ that authors are 
the unhealthiest men of any profes­ 
sional workers. Their nervous troubles 
I are 
legion. 
A9 a rule 
they 
are 
never what you would call seriously 
ill. but they are more subject to every 
nervous disease 
that 
troubles 
the 
human race than any other class of 
men which comes under my notice. 
They strain thdlr nervous system to 
the utmost, and exhaustion is quick to 
follow. 
As patients they are 
most 
difficult to handle. 
Their minds are 
ever busy concocting some new plot 
when every muscle of brain and body 
need rest 
They will not be quiet, 
but always insist on being around and 
reading when they cannot write. ‘Let 
me, at least, have my book, doctor, if 
I cannot have my pen?’ is the invaria­ 
ble request 
And then they expect 
me to bring them around. 
They will 
not be convinced that reading exer­ 
cises the mind. 
-It quiets me,” they 
all say. 
The great trouble is 
au­ 
thors do not allow themselves enough 
sleep. 
A busy author needs ten hours 
sleep every day. 
He should under no 
circumstances write after dusk. 
Ten 
o’clock should find him in bed. 
Be­ 
sides this, if he oan, a half-hour’s nap 
in the middle of the day Is a tremen­ 
dous stimulant. 
But authors as a rule 
are very obstinate, and when they are 
nervously exhausted 
they are posi­ 
tively worse than useless,” and the in­ 
stances 
which 
he 
cited certainly 
carried out his assertion.

DEAD. 


UM Head o f the “Iowa State Register* 
Family Called Hence. 
Des M o in e s, Iowa, May 7.—The Hon. 
Coker F. Clarkson, father of Assistant 
Postmaster-General Clarkson, died a few 
minutes past midnight this morning. He 
had been ill for several months, and yes­ 
terday evening he suddenly became 
worse and sank rapidly until he died. 
J. S. Clarkson was notified in the 
evening and telegraphed that he would 
start for Des Moines at once. 
The deceased had long been prom! 
nent in Iowa, being best known as the 
agricultural editor of 
the 
Register, 
which place he has filled for the past 
twenty years. His eldest son, R. P. 
Clarkson, is the 
business manager of 
the paper. 
Father Clarkson was born in Maine in 
IBIO, removed to Indiana In 1820, and 
lived there until 1855, when he came to 
Iowa, settling in Grundy county. 
He 
was elected to the State Senate in 186$ 
and has been connected with the news- 
daper business ever since his seven­ 
teenth year.

W HAT CRONIN’S SLAYERS DO. 


POPE LEO’S WISHES. 


His Holiness Says He Hopes Cardinal San 
Felice Will Be His Successor. 
L o n d o n , May 7.—Edmund Yates’ ca­ 
ble to the New York Tribune says: 
“A 
friend at Rome writes me that the Pope 
created a great sensation during the re­ 
ception of the Italian Pilgrims to St. 
Peter's, which occupied six hours the 
21st, by Informing some of the Neapoli­ 
tans that he earnestly hoped that Cardi­ 
nal San Felice would be his successor. 
“The Archbishop of Naples is the 
most popular prelate in Italy and an in­ 
timate friend of the King and Queen, so 
his election to the Papacy would lead to 
a speedy reconciliation between the 
Vatican and the Quirtnal, as he Is a very 
close man, very decided in his opinions, 
and has long been desirous of arranging 
the modus vivendi, as also is the present 
Pope, but the Jesuits have always been 
too strong for him, and now all their 
maneuvers are directed toward prevent­ 
ing the election of San Felice. 
“The late Mr. Morgan's fortune in 
this country only amounts to £2,000,- 
000, instead of £6.000,000, as was first 
reported. 
Walter Burns, who married 
the banker’s daughter, is sole executor 
Mr. Morgan has bequeathed all his tor 
tune to his son, Pierpont Morgan, but 
he has left large legacies to servants 
and friends. 
The house in Princess 
Gate and the Dover house at Roch&mp- 
ton will not be sold, but will be kept by 
Mr. Morgan as an English residence. 
“Mr. Parnell's slackness of attend­ 
ance in the House of Commons is arous­ 
ing much indignation among his own 
friends. They are rather afraid to tackle 
him on the subject, but probably the 
usual notice will be sent to him remon­ 
strating with him on his neglect of his 
Parliamentary duties. 
“ It is expected that about 1,000 more 
or less well-known persons will attend 
the banquet which will be given to 
Lord Hartington at Crystal palace next 
Tuesday. 
Mr Chamberlain, who pre­ 
sides, will propose Lord Hartington’* 
health, after which Lord Derby will 
give ‘The Unionist Cause,’ to which Mr. 
Goschen is to respond, and then Sir 
Henry James will propose a chairman.”

Mrs. Campbell Wants 020,000 for un As­ 
sault by a Negro Porter. 
Sioux C ity , Iowa, May 7.—In tho 
United States court here an important 
case which will be heard, is that of Mrs. 
Jennie Campbell against Pullman's Pal­ 
ace Car Company for $20,000 damages. 
Mrs. Campbell is a resident of Chicago 
and was the victim of a brutal assault 
by a negro named Caesar on one of the 
company's cars about a year ago.

There has been such a wide dif­ 
ference between the low prices farmers 
have received for thew Z stock and 
the comparatively high retail prices the 
people have been compelled to pay for 
their meat?, that congress ordered an in­ 
vestigation into the cause. In May, 1888, 
a committee was authorized to examine 
all questions touching the meat product 
ot the United Bister, and in November 
oTthat year a special committee was ap­ 
pointed which began work in that month 
at Bt. Louis, The committee met from 
time to time in different cities and col­ 
lected avast amount of testimony on the 
subject which bae been submitted to 
oougre68. 
Before giving the remedies proposed 
by the committee beaded by Senator 
Vest, c f Missouri, it may be well to sub­

One cannot look for wwdsm or con­ 
sistency in a fro) trade paper, and ex­ 
p ect to find it. 
The New York Times 
goes in agony over the defeat of the 
o cp y rig b t b ill in the house, and relieves 
itself in the following strain: 
Su3h a vote is disgraceful to the house 
and to the country. The argumenta in 
favor of the bill were exhaustive and 
conclusive. The argument against it was 
e Af eof ive and consisted in this, that it is 
cheaper to steal a book than to pav for 
it . 
That such an argument should be 
made in the house is bai enough, but 
that it should prevail is very saddening. 
The aim of the American copyright 
league was to add two prices to a book, 
not because the book would be worth it, 
but besause it would enrich the book 
trust, and because the eeheme failed, the 
Times charges that the public wants to 
steal the boo ks instead of paying for 
them. That kind of an argument is a 
poor one. One of the purposes of this 
congress is to defend the rights of the 
people and to strangle trusts, ana it is 
beginning to do bo. 


General Bragg has been interviewed 
on the gubernatorial question, and he 
authorizes the publication of the state­ 
ment that he will have nothing to do 
with the nomination. The general ad­ 
vises the democrats not t)g o baok on 
the Bennett law, and not to supplicate 
the Lutherans for their votes. This is 
good advice but will the democrats heed 
it? The general thinks they will, but 
the constant desire of the democracy to 
attention, because the suggestion of the t kneel to any faction of any other party 
committee are embodied in a senate bi'l 
now before the house. The principal 
cause of the depression in the pi ices 
paid the cattle'raiser, aud of the re­ 
markable fact that the coit of beef to the 
consumer is net decreased in proportion, 
comes from the artificial and abnormal 
centralization of markets and the abso­ 
lute control by a few operators thereby 
made possiole.

The comm ittee does not think that 
the natural laws of competition will lead 
other capitalists to engage in the busi­ 
ness of preparing dressed beef and pack­ 
ing, for the present combination or mo­ 
nopoly is so strong that it can use mil­ 
lions in buying off all rivals. The com­ 
mittee says: 
The bill recently passed by the Senate 
on the subject of trusts, and now pend­ 
ing in the nouse of representatives, was 
prt pared with great oare by the senate 
judiciary committee, and goes as far as 
(he federal constitution permits. It will 
safely endure judicial criticism, and cov­ 
ers folly the whole subject of illegal 
trusts and combinations as snooting 
commerce among the states and with 
foreign countries. 
Another point in the report of the 
committee is the following showing how 
the depreseeed 
cod till in o f the cattie 
maket has discouraged farmers from 
keepcg their stock in good multiplying 
condition: 
The worst feature of the cattle trade is 
the fact that so many cows and calves 
are being thrown upon the market, the 
indication beiog that producers are paDio 
stricken and anxious to realize now with­ 
out regard to the future. There were 
marketed at Ohioago during the last year 
3,013,281 cattle, of which from 25 to 30 
per cent were cows and 4 per cent were 
calves. 
The committee is aware of the fact as 
everybody else is, that the Phil. Armour 
oombioatiou will try to multiply all leg- 
slation on the subject of cattle trusts. 
The heartlessness of these monopolies 
will lead them to take any course that 
will keep in their hands the power to rob 
the farmer for their own profit. Their 
true character can be plainly jodged 
from the demand these cattle barons 
made that bides should be taxed, when 
they knew that the farmer would not re 
oeive one cent more fur his oattle.

A few moments after d ep o n in g the 
casket In the marble room the doors 
were opened and the public admitted 
for a last view of the remains. The face 
of the dead senator was revealed to the 
sorrowful gaze of a long line of old 
friends and admirers. 
The face was In 
perfect repose and seemed very lifelike. 
For more than an hour the casket re­ 
mained open, and a few moments before 
12 it was closed to await removal to the 
senate for the ceremonies of the day.

President's desk.

came 
the 
mournful 
procession of pall-bearers, 
headed by Chaplain Butler of the Senate. 
As the procession entered the Senate 
chamber all the distinguished audience 
arose and a solemn hush fell upon the 
assemblage. 
Then the deep voice of the 
chaplain began: 
“ I am the resurrection and the life,” 
etc., and the procession moved down the 
aisle. 
Following the chaplain came the 
pall-bearers. 
Then came the casket 
borne by the capitol police and immedi­ 
ately behind the sorrow-stricken daugh­ 
ter Ukd her husband. Major Goodlie. 
The services, though brief, were very

IT SLITS THE SILVER MEN. 


T he R epublican Senate C om m ittee A dopts 
a Coinage BUI. 
W a s h in g t o n , May 7.—An effort was 
made by the Senate Republican silver 
committee to agree upon a sliver bill 
to be reported to tho caucus. 
Three of 
the thirteen members 
were 
absent. 
Tho ten present, together with Senator 
Stewart, who was invited to take part 
in the proceedings, after a discussion 
lasting nearly three hours, decided to 
report to a caucus to be held some day 
this wreck the bill presented by Senator 
Jones from the finance committee some 
weeks ago, with amendments. 
One of the amendments strikes out the 
provision in the reported bill that the 
notes Issued for the purchase of bullion, 
when redeemed, shall be canceled, and 
instructs the Secretary of the Treasury 
to reissue them, with tho proviso that 
the amount outstanding shall not at any 
time be in excess of the amount paid out 
for the bullion 
deposited. 
Another 
amendment is the addition of the sixth 
section of the bill adopted by tho House 
caucus, which provides for the covering 
into the treasury of about $7,000,000 of 
lawful money now held for the redemp­ 
tion of national bank notes. 
The Jones bill, it will be remembered, 
directs the Secretary of the Treasury to 
purchase monthly silver bullion to the 
value of $4,500,000, tho notes in payment 
thereof to bo redeemable in 
lawful 
money.
